AcioiilInK to 
the fUivlvorK thirty survivors left the 
wreck Wednendoy niornlnK on two 
life rafts and one t>oBt. Captain 
Qlbbs, who went from Seattle to the 
scene of the wreek oa the steamer 
City of Topeka, retaraed here on thO 
Hteamshlp Jexan, which passed la 
ihioiiBh the cape Isat nlRhf. Olbbs 
saiil; • riie Ti)i"'lui sleameil to 
about a quarter of a mile of the Va- 
lencia. Owiii;; to the heavy sea 11 
was not deemed wise to proceed fur- 
ther. 

We spoke to the steamer Queen, 
he s:«ld, and were Informed that 
tlioiH o'clock there weic esiimaled 
lo be about sixty persons cllnBlni? to 
the rigging of tho Valencia, i he 
Topeka eralsod about the entrance of 
the straits in hope of Indlag sur> 
vlvora. A' 1- wc picked up the 
r»fts. TUi ninilitlon of the snrvlv- 
tiis was deploralil.'. .\'l «'"'C 
numbed that they nuild not siaiid 
and had to be hauled aboau! tin To- 
peka in arme of the crew. The sur- 
vivors Infonned me the Valencia oM- 
cerB did ail they oould to impress 
upon their minds the fact that there 
would be llile chance for help after 
the last boats had gone. Still the 
women refused to take the life lafi 
and as a con -i iim'ni e the men "-ok 
their places. This was one of the 
flrst ausstlons I asked those on the 
raft when they came aboard the To- 
licKa All stated the best of order 
inevaiied and the men showed cour- 
tesy to Ihe women. When the lime 
came for the lifeboatx to leave th* 
Valencia yesterday the offliei.s or- 
dered the women to lake to ihe rafts 
The survivors tUtt that in spite of 
the fact that the Valeacla was begin- 
ning to brtak up. the women refused 
lo go on ♦he I'fe rafts and on llte- 
boata atatini? ihev would take their 
chances with the ship rather than 
leave. The omccrs did all they could 
to impress upon their minds the fact 
that there wae but chance for 
help after the last boat* had goae. 

A survivor Bays men. women aad 
I hildien singing "Nearer. My Ood to 
Thee, " shivered and clnnK lo^.■lher 
OD the hurricane deck of the Valen- 
ela whea the steamer Queen hove In 
sight. Women oa the ill-tated ves- 
sel took off IKelr undershirts and 
siiiiirarinn ihi'ni with kerosene burn- 
ed them as uiials to attract passing 
vessels but all It' ^ ' "

.New York. Jan. 2C. — General Jos- 
eph Whooler, the famous Confeder- 
ate cavalry loader aad a brigadier 
general la the ITnHed States army 
since the war with Spain, died at 
yesterday afternoon at the home 
of his sislcr, .Mrs. Stcrliug iSmith of 
Brooklyn, aged sixty-nine. 

It has not yet boon doeldod whore 
the body will be Interred, hurt prob- 
nbly in the Arlington Natloaal ooau- 
tery near Washington. 

Oen. Wheeler waa taken HI six 
days ago. Ho ooatractod a cold 
which dovolopod lata ploartay aad 
pneumonia. From tho Irst fcla age 
told agaliAt him, but the family did 
n^l kIvo ii|i hope until last nithi. 
when the disetuHj waa found to have 
affeetad both laags. 

Ho seomod to know death was ap- 
proaching, and though too weak to 

sp-ak. he suneeded In sivlnR sluilH 
of recugnltioa and encouraKeiiient 
to his chUdraa. Later the general 
sank into a paaoeful slumber and at 
the roqaeat of tho doctors the laailly 
then at 4ho bedsldo guloUy withdraw 
from the sick man's side. The 
general was never ai;aln more than 
semi-conscloun. He lingered and 
passed away quiotlir. 

The pasaiac of Oaa. Joa .WiMOlar 
was sad news to the south, whora ho 
was loved and ho-.orcd pOThapa OMro 
than any o-her man. 

Not only in Alabama, where he 
claimed cltlse&hlp, but all throagb 
the aoutb. tho pogplo teal thaiE 4iMy 
have lost a BoMo eitinoh, a friend, 
almost a brother. Truly his whole 
life has I)efn devoted to their <'aiise, 
both as soldier, statesman and citi- 
zen. 

* Chlelly aa a soldier is ho kaowa to 

fame, and few soldiers can show a 

record nioro Kiandly marked by 
courage faithfulness and that cool, 
•inerring judKment which comes only 
to tho soldier born, and Is never by 
any chaaeo or dcQuirement. 

He was a soldier In Maxtco tvhen 
little more than a boy in years, and 
first lieutenant of artillery lu the 
Confideiate army April u. IKGl, 
when lie w.is 2."> years oid. Septem- 
ber 4 he waB made colonel of the 
Niaoteeath Alal>a.n>« InfaDtry; April 
'62 ho commanded a brigade at 8hl> 
<.oh, and it was here that he rocolvad 
the title of "F'inhfinK Joe," which 
lias iiun« to him all lliroii«h bis life. 

lie was at Ciei 11 llni r, .\1 ii ni I oi ils- 
viUe aad I'erryville tlghtiug all the 
time. October 30 waa made brlga- 
dlor-goneral. It was he who met 
Rosecrana' advaaco upon Mnrfreoa- 
boro and Cbattaaooga; ho was at 
ChickamauKa. at the siege of Knox- 
vlUe. and al .\l;-si.>ii iluUe and Look- 
out Mountain. He flguied In Sher- 
man's march and at Pickett's Mill, 
sad tho Ooafoderate rotroat acroas 
tho Chattahooehio. Ho defeadod 
Macoa. AAfuata aad Savannah, and 
in 1865 was appointed lleutenant- 
geneiul. .\|m;1 2:mIi he bade fare 
well to the army, having coniiuauded 
In more than 200 battles. Then he 
tt^raed hla attontloa to the matters 
of peace, aad of aorvlas hU people 
In their new aoodi. 

But he was not dostlaod to lay 
down his arms >cl. and while he was 
lepreseutlng them In consress. thero 
came another call for help and ii. 
ISM ho was found again lighting 
the SpanlarAi, doiag valiaat work In 
Cuba. .<3en. Shatter recogaisod his 
ability, as he waa compoUod to do. 
Valor sill h aa hie ooaipols roeognl- 
tlon everywhere.
